[Icb. 10: 26. "Have you ever hoard 
words more solemn than these?" asked 
Dr. Chapman. "I have read them fully 
five hundred times, but not yet often 
enough for them to lose their terro1- 
for riic. Had .1 takeri merely nn Old 
Testament text, there arc those who 
would have said Its' message was 
merely for Israel. So I take these 
words from both Old ^ind New Testa- 
ments to show that whether God was 
speaking merely to Israel or whether 
Jesus'' message was for those Imme- 
diately about Him,, the word of God 
makes It.clear that wo may reject Him 
once too often. 


If I .should give.you an Invitation 


to come to my home, and you were an 
acquaintance of jninc. you would not 
neglect my courtesy. Yet God haa long 
been' speaking an invitation to you. It 
you have been trilling with God, it's 
the sin of sins!" What \a tho unpar- 
donable sin? I think- it may be the 
constant, continued ad at last tho final 
rejection of God's mercy in Christ by 
the spirit! 


Lease of Life Uncertain. 


"When?" 
continued Dr. Chapman. 


"It might be tonight. There Is no In- 
vitation for tomorrow—only for today. 
'Seek yo tho- Lord while he is near'— 
and He's surely near tonight.

BROWN IS CONFIDENT 


Washington^'Dec. 6.—That four out 


of the live states whose legislatures 
have pronounced against the. income 
tax amendment to the constitution as 
provided by the Fayne-Aldrich tarilf 
law will reconsdier their decision and 
align themselves with the states sup- 
porting the provision, is the opinion 
of Us author. Senator Norris Brow.i, 
of Nebraska. 


Confident of Amendment. 


Mr. Brown is very confident also 


that the amendment will be ratified l,y 
the legislatures of more than the re- 
quisite three-fourths of the states dur- ' 
ing the present winter. Already eight 
states—Alabama. South Carolina, Il- 
linois. Maryland,' Kentucky. Missis- 
sippi. Oklahoma 
and 
Georgia have 


passed ratification resolutions. 


New York. Rhode Island. Massa- 


chusetts, 
Virginia 
and 
Louisville 


have refused to endorse the proposed 
amendment, but Mr. Brown declares 
there is strong reason to believe the 
legislatures-elect of those states, with 
probably one exception, will recor.- 
sider and ratify. 


Writes to All Governors. 


The week 
after 
election Senator 


Brown wrote to all governors urging 
their co-operation in the campaign for 
the amendment and enclosing a copy 
of the ratification resolution. He has 
had replies from a very large majority 
of them, who favor the amendment 
ami will In their message recommend 
the ratification.

Harrison Dollarhite, held at the 


county jail on a charge of assault 
and battery, had not engaged an at- 
torney up to the time the coroner 
took up the case, and ihe privilege 
of testifying in his own behalf was 
offered him. He stated today that 
he had nothing to add to what had 
already been said, and that he had 
no objection to telling the coroner 
air of the circumstances of the fight.

request of the wife, who was sum- 
moned to appear before tho coroner 
and could not be at home to receive 
her

postmortem revealed that a fracture 
ra^ across the top of the head, into 
the orbit of tho right eye, into the 
right temple and down to the base 
of the skull. The examination was 
made to forestall a possible plea by 
the defense that Blodgett's death 
was duo to other causes, and was not 
directly the result of the assault.

SAGACITY OF THE RAT. 


The Rodent'o Method of Handling *nd 


Eating an Egg. 


The rat's sight Is not particularly 


good, but Its smell Is keen nnd Its 
sense of locality so piTfect Unit It will 
run through Its holes and galleries In 
pitch darkness at full speed. The went 
Cuvlcr used especially to admin- the 
rat's tail, which he said has more 
muscles than the human band. Care- 
ful experiments by Romanes, more- 
over, have proved the truth of the 
ancient belief that by letting down Its 
tail and licking the end the rat ex- 
tracts oil, milk, wine, molasses and 
other fluids from deep or narrow neck- 
ed vessels. 
t 


Ko single point, I think, illustrates 


better the sagacity of the rat than the 
way in which it eats an egg. It bites 
through tbe shell nnd chips off small 
fragments as neatly as a qulrrcl opens 
a nut, consumes the entire contents 
without spilling a drop and then site 
np and licks itself clean like a cat 
Rats will steal eggs from under n sit 
ting ben. In Washington they carried 
off seventy-five dozen eggs which a 
commission merchant bad Incautiously 
stored in a wooden tub. 


Their method of handling eggs is 


also characteristic. An egg is ns large 
for a rat ns a barrel for a man—and 
much more fragile. 
Yet there is evi 


dence of the fact that they pass eggs 
along from ono to another, altbougl 
not, probably, as bas often been re- 
ported, by forming long lines, like 
, bucket brigade. The operation is nat- 


urally a difficult one to observe, but 
apparently it takes two rats to each 
egg. 
One holds the egg in its paws, i 


passes it on to the other and then 
•uus ahead to take it once more in 
ts turn. Tbe same device seems to, 
be employed to carry an egg down- 
stairs, the one that has the egg pass- 
Ing it to its companion, which stands 
on the step below. 
Going upstairs, 


however, at least in some cases, each 
rat puts Us bend between its fore 
paws and pushes the egg up with Itt 
hind feet. Such appears to be tbe gen- 
eral procedure.—McClure's Magazine.

The chorus must have at least 
one line that clings persistently to 
the ml<2d, nml at. the same time car- 
ries help for the hnrd places In life. 


"Musicians frcquentlv say to me.' 


^nlfl Mr. Alexander, "'Why don't, you 
lisp classical music—times above the 
style of gospel songs?'. I reply, 'When 
you can show me similar effects fol- 
lowing such high-class music In mov- 
ing the hearts of men and women, T 
will use it fast enough. Until then T 
Shall keep to gospel songs, which have 
n wonderful way of reaching every- 
body, because they touch the soul.' 


New Hymns Are Needed. 


"New hymns are needed as much as 


new clothes. Many people In religious 
work fall to discover the power of a 
brlsht new gospel song. Properly In- 
troduced. It will transform a poor Sun- 
day school into a Rood one. or n dull 
audience Into a bright one.

gotten the knack of meeting the ball on 
the nose because he is a naturla hitter. 
Kone but that kind ever wan tile batting 
honors of any season. 


.Fred Snodcrass of the Giants, caused 
a big sensation for a time during The. 
past season by leading all corr.petitors 
in either the National or American leaeruo 
for the auto, but Snodcrass not being .1 
natural hitter could not stand I ho pace 
and his fall was as sudden as his rise 
had been surprising. 
Snodgrass had a 


good eye for awhile and was timing the 
ball fine, but he did not have a free swin^ 
nor a. quick wrist snap, and as for beat- 
ing out bunts he was !ost .is compared 
•with Ty Cobb. 
Snodgrass had a lucky 
streak, that was all. and it Is doubtful 
il he ever reaches the high percentage 
again that he had at the time he was 
leading the country with the stick for 
two months or so during the champion- 
ship season ot 191". 


The real natural hitters are not so 
very many now. and in no season for 
many years back. If any. have there, been 
over a dozen batters of the caliber of 
Lajoie and Wagner, players who have 
led their leagues in hitting year after 
year.

I cannot leave this subject without

During many years past appeals havi 


been made from time to time to con- 
gress in" favor of government owner- 
ship of embassy nnd legation premises 
abroad. The arguments to favor of 
such ownership have been many nnd 
oft repeated and are well known to 
the congress. Tbe acquisition by the 
government of suitable residences and 
offices for its diplomatic tfficcrs, espe- 
cially In the capitals of the Latin Amer-

The army of the United States is a 


small body compared with the total 
number of people for the preservation 
of whose peace and good order it is a 
last recourse. The army now numbers 
about 80.000 men. of whom abont IS,- 
000 are engaged in the coast artillery 
and detailed to the management and 
use of the guns in the forts and bat- 
teries that protect our coasts. The rest 
of the army, or about C.0.000. is the 
mobile part of our national forces and 
is divided into thirty-one regiments of 
infantry. Including the Porto Rican 
regiment, fifteen regiments of cavalry, 
six regiments of field artillery, a corps 
of ordnance, of engineers and of sig- 
nal, a quartermaster's department, a 
commissary department and a medical 
corps. 


The general plan for an army of tbe 


United States at peace should be that 
of a skeleton organization' with an ex- 
cess of trained officers and thus capa- 
ble of rapid enlargement by enlist- 
ments, to be supplemented in emer- 


! pany and field officers of the army. A 


bill was pending in the last session of 
congress for this purpose, and I ear 
nestly hope that in the interest of tbe 
proper development of 'a republican 
army, an army small In the time of 
peace, but possible of prompt and ade- 
quate enlargement in time of war. 
shall become possible under the laws 
of the United States. 


A bill, tbe strong argument for 


which can be based on the ground 
quite similar to that of the Increased 
officers bill. Is the bill for the increase 
of sixty in the army engineers. The 
army engineers are largely employed 
in tho expenditure of the moneys ap- 
propriated for the improvement of riv- 
ers and harbors. This, In addition to 
their military duties, which Includes 
the construction of fortifications both 
of our coasts and in our dependen- 
cies, together with the number'used In 
the Panama 
canal work, requires 


many more engineers than tbe army 
has, and this shortness of supply In 
such officers delays Important river 
and harbor work and Important forti- 
fication work. I earnestly recommend 


gcncy by the national militia and a 
volunteer force. In some measure this 
plan has been adopted In tbe very 
large proportion of cavalry and field 
artillery ns compared with infantry in 
the present army and on a peace basis. 
An Infantry force can be trained In six 
months, a cavalry or a light artillery 
force not under one and a half or two 
years: hence the Importance of having 
ready a larger number of the more 
skilled soldiers. 


The militia system, for which con- 


gress by the constitution Is authorized 
to provide, was developed by the so 
called Dick law, under which the dis- 
cipline, the tactics, tbe drill, the rank 
the uniform nnd the various branches 
of the militia nre nssimllatcd as far as 
possible to those of the regular army. 


Under the militia law, as tho consti- 


tution provides, the governors of the 
states appoint the militia officers, but 
by appropriations from congress states 
have been induced to comply with the 
rules of assimilation between the reg- 
ular army and the militia, so that now 
there is a force, tho efficiency of which 
differs in different states, which could 
be Incorporated under' a single com- 
mand with the regular army and which 
for some time each year receives the 
benefit of drill nnd. maneuvers under 
conditions approximating actual mili- 
tary service under tho supervision of 
regular army officers. 


In the army of the United States, in 


addition to the regular forces and the 
militia forces which may be summoned 
to the defense of the nation by the 
president, there is also tho volunteer 
force, which made up a very large part 
of the army In the civil war and which 
in any war of long continuance would 
become Its most important constituent. 
There is an act which dates from the 
civil war, known as the volunteer act, 
which makes provision for the enlist- 
ment of volunteers In the army of the 
United States in time ,of war. 
This 


was found to be so defective in the 
Philippine war that a special act for 
the organization of volunteer regiments 
to take part In that war was adopted, 
and It was much better adapted to tho 
necessities of the case. 


There is now pending in congress a 


bill repealing the present volunteer act 
and making provision for the organiza- 
tion of volunteer forces In time of 
war which is admirably adapted to 
meet the exigencies which would be 
then presented, 'ilie passage of the 
bill would not entail a dollar's ex- 


tbe passage of this bill, which passed 
the house at the last session and Is 
now pending In the senate. 


Fortification!. 


I have directed that the estimates 


for appropriation for the improvement 
of coast defense in the United States 
should be reduced to a minimum, 
while those for the completion of the 
needed fortifications nt Corregldor, In 
tbe Philippine Islands, and at Pearl 
Harbor, In tbe Hawaiian. Islands, 
should be expedited as much as pos- 
sible. 


Tbe proposition to make Olongapo 


nnd Sublg bay the naval base for tbe 
Pacific was given up, and it Is to be 
treated merely as a supply station, 
while the fortifications In the Philip- 
pines arc to be largely confined to 
Corrcgldor island and the adjacent is- 
lands which command entrance to Ma- 
nila bay and which arc being rendered 
Impregnable from land and sea attack, 
The Pacific naval base has been trans- 
ferred to Pearl Harbor, in tho Hawai- 
ian Islands. 


This necessitates the heavy fortifica- 


tion of the harbor and the establish- 
ment of an important military station 
near Honolulu. I urge that all the 
estimates made by tbe war depart- 
ment for these purposes be approved 
by congressional appropriation.

Press reports have reached the Unit 


ed States from time to time giving ac 
counts of slides of earth of very larg 
yardage In tbe Cuiebra cut and else 
where along the line, from which h 
might be inferred that the work ha 
been much retarded and that the tlrni 
of completion has been. necessarily 
postponed. 


The report of Dr. Hayes of the goo 


logical survey, whom i sent within thi 
last month to the isthmus to make an 
Investigation, shows that this section 
of tbe canal zone is composed of sedl 
mentary rocks of rather weak structure 
and subject to almost immediate disin- 
tegration when exposed to the ah-. Sub- 
sequent to the deposition of these sedi- 
ments igneous rocks, harder and more 
durable, have been thrust Into them 
and. being cold at the time of their in- 
trusion, united but Indifferently with 
the sedimentary rock nt the contacts. 


The result of these conditions Is that 


as the cut Is deepened, causing unbal- 
anced pressures, slides from the sides 
of the cut have occurred. These are in 
part due to tbe flowing of surface sol! 
and decomposed sedimentary 
rocks 


upon inclined surfaces of the underly- 
ing undecomposed rock and in part by 
tbe crushing of structurally weak beds 
under excessive pressure. 


These slides occur on one side or the 


other of the cut through a distance of 
four or five miles, and now that their 
character Is understood allowance has 
been made In the calculations of yard- 
age for the amount of slides which will 
have to be removed and the greater 
slope that will hove to be given to the 
bank In many places in order to pre- 
vent their recurrence. 
Such allow- 


ance does not exceed 10.000.000 yards. 


Considering that the number of yards 


removed from this cut on an average 
of each month through the year Is 
1.300.000 and thnt the total remaining 
to be excavated. Including slides, is 
about 30,000.000 yards. It is seen,that 
this addition to the excavation does 
not offer any great reason for delay. 


While this feature of the material to 


be excavated In the out will not seri- 
ously delay or obstruct the construc- 
tion of a canal of the lock type, the 
increase of excavation due to such 
slides In the cut made eighty-five feet 
deeper for a sen level cnnal would cer- 
tainly Niave been so great ns to delay 
Its completion to a time beyond the pa- 
tience of the American people.

cnnal shall be fortified. I have already 
stated to the cougress(that I strongly 
favor fortification, and I now reiterate 
this opinion and ask your considera- 
tion of the subject in the light of the 
report already before you made by a 
competcut board.

He concluded that the total tonnage 


of the vessels employed in commerce 
that could use the isthmian canal in 
1914 would amount to G.843,805 tons 
net register and that this traffic would 
Increase 25.1 per cent per decade.' that 
it was not probable that all the com- 
merce included in the totals would at 
once abandon the routes nt present fol- 
lowed and make use of the new canal 
and that It might take some time, per- 
haps two years, to readjust trade with 
reference to the new conditions which 
the canal would establish. 


He did not Include, moreover, the ton- 


nage of war vessels, although It is to 
be Inferred that such vessels would 
make considerable use of the canal. In 
the matter of tolls be reached the con- 
clusion that n dollar n net ton would 
not drive business awny from the ca- 
ual. but that n higher rate would do so. 


In determining what the tolls should 


be we certainly ought not to Insist 
that for n good many years to come 
they should nmonnt to enough to pay 
the Interest on the Investment of, $400,- 


It necessarily fell to tne government to 
advance tbe money and perform thi 
work. 


In addition to tbe benefit to oar na- 


val strength, the canal greatly In- 
creases "the trade facilities of the 
United States. 
It will undoubtedly 


cheapen the rates of transportation in 
all freight between tbe eastern and 
western seaboard, and It will greatly 
increase that trade .by reason of the 
reduction in its cost Then U we are to 
have a world canal and If we are anx- 
ious that the routes of the, world's 
trade shall be through the Panama 
canal wr must recognize that we have 
an active competitor In the Suez ca- 
nal. 


Then, too, there are other mean* of 


crossing the isthmus—by the Tehann- 
tepec railroad and by other railroads 
and freight routes hi Central America 
to the Atlantic side. 


In all these cases the question 


whether the Panama canal Is to be 
used and its tonnage Increased irUl t» 
determined mainly by the chars* *« 
its use. 
My own impression 1* that 


the tolls ought not to exceed fl per 
net ton. On Jan. 1, 1911, the toll* la 
tbe Suez canal are to be 7 francs and 
25 centimes for one net ton bjr 8MB 
canal measurement which is a modi* 
fication of Danube measurement. 


A dollar n ton will secure under ft* 


figures above a gross income from tlM 
Panama canal of nearly $7,000,000. 


The cost of maintenance and opera- 


tion is estimated to exceed $3,000,00. 
Ultimately, of course, with the normal 
Increase hi trade, the Income will ap- 
proximate the interest charges upon 
the Investment 


On the whole, I should recommend 


that within certain limits tbe president 
be authorized to fix the tolls of the 
canal and adjust them to what MOM 
to be commercial necessity.

tion Is necessary In order that th« com- 
merce of the wosld may hare Urn* to 
adjust Itself to the new conditions re- 
sulting from the opening of this n#W 
highway. 


Tbe next question that arises Is M 


to tbe maintenance, management and 
general control of the canal after It* 
completion. It should be premised that 
it is an essential part of onr nary es- 
tablishment to have the coal, oil and 
other ship supplies, a drydock and im- 
pair chops conveniently located with 
reference to naval vessels pssslnc 
through the cnnal. 


Now. 
If the government for naral 


purposes is to undertake to furnish 
these conveniences to the navy, and . 
they are conveniences equally required 
by commercial vessels, there would 
seem to be strong reasons why the gor- 
crnment should take over and Include 
•In Its management the furnishing not 
only to the navy. but. to the public, dry- 
dock and repair shop facilities and the 
sale of coal, oil nnd other ship sup- 
plies. 


The maintenance of a lock canal of 


this enormous size in a sparsely popu- 
lated country and In the tropics, where 
the danger from disease is always pres- 
ent, renuires a large and complete and 
well trained organization with full po- 
lice powers exercising the utmost care. 
The visitor to the canal who Is Im- 
pressed with the wonderful freedom 
from tropical diseases on the isthmus 
must not be misled ns to the constant 
vigilance that Is needed to preserve 
this condition. 


The vast machinery of the locks, the 


necessary nmount of dredging, the 
preservation of the banks of the canal 
from slides, tho operation and the 
maintenance of the equipment of the 
railway will all require a force, not. of 
course, to be likened In any way to the 
present organization for construction, 
but a skilled body of men who can 
keep in a state of usefulness this great 
instrument «f commerce.

from the construction of tho canil that 


nlshlng of drydock, fuel, repairs and 
supply facilities to the trade of th» 
world. 
These will be more essential 


at the isthmus of Panama than they 
are at Port Said or Suez, becansethetn 
are no depots for coal, supplies and 
other commercial necessities within 
thousands of miles of the isttfinns. 


Another important reason why these 


ancillary duties may well be under- 
taken by tbe government is the oppor- 
tunity for discrimination between pa- 
trons of the canal that Is offered where 
private concessions are granted for the 
furnishing of these facilities. Nothing 
would create greater prejudice against 
tbe canal than the suspicion that cer- 
tain lines of traffic were favored In the 
furnishing of supplies or that the sup- 
plies were controlled by any large In- 
terest that might have a. motive for 
increasing the cost of the use of the 
canal. 


I cannot close this reference to the 


canal without suggesting as a wise 
amendment to the Interstate commerce 
law a provision prohibiting Interstate 
commerce railroads from owning or 
controlling ships engaged In the trade 
through the Panama canal. 1 believe 
such a provision may be needed to 
save to the people of the United States 
the benefits of the competition In trade 
between the eastern nnd western sea- 
boards whlob this canal was construct- 
ed to secure.

The violations of the anti-trust law 


present perhaps the most Important lit- 
igation before the department, and the 
number of cases filed shows the activ- 
ity of the government In enforcing that 
statute.

In a special message last year 1 


brought to the attention of congress 
the propriety and wisdom of enacting 
a general law providing for the In- 
corporation of Industrial and other 
companies engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and I renew my recommenda-

I Invite the attention of congress to 


the great number of claims which, at 
the Instance of congress, have been 
considered by the court of claims and 
decided to be valid claims against the 
government- The delay that occurs In

This Is the way In which It 
hns been done In England, and thor- 
oughly done. The simplicity and ex- 
pedition of procedure in the English 
courts today make a model for the re- 
form of other systems. 


Severn! of the lord chancellors of 


England nnd of the chief justices have 
left their lasting Impress upon the his- 
tory of their country by their construc- 
tive ability In proposing nnd securing , 
the passage of remedial legislation ef ! 
fectlng law reforms. 
I cannot con- 


ceive any higher duty that the su- 
preme court could perform than In 
leading the way to a simplification of . 
procedure in the United Stntes courts. |

The American Bar association h;is 


had before it the question of reducing 
the burden of litigation Involved In 
reversals on review nnd new trials or 
rehearlngs and in frivolous appeals in 
habeas corpus and criminal cases' 
Their recommendations have been cm- 
bodied in bills now pending in con 
gress. The recommendations nre not 
radical, but they will accomplish much 
If adopted Into law. and I earnestly 
recommend the passage of the bills 
embodying them. 


Injunction Bill. 


I wish to renew my urgent recom- 


mendation made in my last annual 
message in favo- of the passage of a 
law wnicn shall regulate the issuing of 
Injunctions in equity without notice In 
accordance with the best practice now 
in vogue in the courts of the United 
States. 


I regard this of especial importance, 


first, because it has been promised, 
and. second, because It will deprive 
those who now complain of certain al- 
leged abuses In the improper Issuing of 
Injunctions without notice of any real 
ground for further amendment and 
will take away all semblance of sup- 
port for the extremely radical legisla- 
tion they propose, which will be most 
pernicious If adopted, will sap the 
foundations of judicial power and le- 
galize that cruel social Instrument, the 
secondary boycott. 


Judicial Salaries. 


I further recommend to congress the 


passage of the bill now pending for 
the Increase in the salaries of the fed- 


i eral judges, by which the chief justice 


of the supreme court shall receive $17,- j 
500 nnd the associate Justices $17.000. 
the circuit Judges constituting the cir- 
cuit court of appeals shall receive $10. 
000 nnd the district Judges $0,000 
These judges exercise n wide jurisdic- 
tion, aud their duties require of them 
a profound knowledge of the Inw. 
great ability in the dispatch of busi- 
ness nnd cnre nnd delicacy in the ex- 
ercise of their jurisdiction so ns to 
avoid conflict whenever possible be- 
tween the federal nnd the state courts, i 


The positions they occupy ought to I 


be filled by men who have shown the 
greatest ability In their professional 
work at the bar. and it is tbe ooorcst 
economy possible for the government 
to pay snlnries so low for Judicial serv- 
ice ns not to be able to command the 
best talent of the legnl profession in 
every part of the country. 


The cost of living is such, especially 


In the large cities, that even the sal- 
aries fixed in the proposed bill will 
enable the incumbents to accumulate 
little if anything to support their fam- 
ilies after their death. Nothing is so 
important to the preservation of our 
country and its" beloved Institutions as 
the maintenance of the Independence 
of the Judiciary, and next to the life 
tenure an adequate salary is the most 
material contribution to the mainte- 
nance of independence on the part of 
our judges. 


POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT, 


Postal Savings Banks—Question of 


Deficit—Franking Abuses. 


At Its last session congress mnde pro- 


vision for the establishment of savings 
banks by the postofflce department of 
this government, by which, under the 
general control of trustees consisting 
of the postmaster general, the secre- 
tary of the treasury and the nttorney 
general, the system could be begun in 
n few cities nnd towns and enlarged to 
cover within Its operations as many 
cities and towns and as large a part of 
the country ns seemed wise. 


The Initiation and establishment of 


such a system bnve required a great 
denl of study on the pnrt of the experts 
in the postoffiee and trensury depart- 
ments, but n system has now been dp- ' 
vised which Is believed to be more j 
economical nnd simpler In Its operation 
thnn any similar system nbrond. Ar- 
rangements have been perfected fio 
that savings banks will be opened !n 
some cities and towns on the 1st of 
January, and there will be a gradual 


j extension of the benefits of tbe plan 
to the rest of the country. 


Wiping Out of Postal Deficit. 


As I hnve said, the postofilce. depart- 


ment la n great business department, 
and I am giad to note the fact that 
under its present manngement prin- 
ciples of business economy and effi- 
ciency are being applied. For many 
years tner« has been a deficit In the 


operations of the postoffice department 
whicll has. been met by appropriation 
from the treasury. The appropriation 
estimated for last year from tbe treas- 
ury over and above the receipts of Oie 
department was 517,000.000. 


I am glad to record the fact that »f 


that $17,500.000 estimated for $11,500,- 
000 were saved and returned to the 
treasury. 
The personal efforts of the 


postmaster general secured the effec- 
tive co-operation of the thousands of 
postmasters and other postal officers 
throughout the country in carrying out 
his plans of reorganization and re- 
trenchment. 
The result is that the 


postmaster general . has been able to 
mate his estimate of expenses for the 
present year so low as tu keep within 
the amount the postal service is ex 
peeled to earn. It is gratifying to re- 
port that the reduction In the deficit 
has been accouiplished without any 
curtailment of postal facilities. On the 
contrary, the service has been greatly 
extended during the year in all Us 
branches. A principle which the post- 
muster general has recommended and 
sought to have enforced in respect to 
all appointments has been that those 
appointees who have rendered good 
service should be reappoiutcd. 


This has greatly strenjrthened th- 


interest of postmasters throughout the 
country iu lualntniuing elir ieucy and 
economy In tlu-ir oKicvs.' litviui'se they 
beiievcd. m-iH-r-iily that ihN would se- 
cure for llji'SM :i further le:uire. 


Extension or the Classified Ssrv'.c:. 
Upon the 
recommendation nf 
th;- 


postmaster : i".:t-r:il I have inclv.ili'd In 
the classliicil .-ervice all assistaul post 
masters, mid I believe that this giving 
a secure tenure to those who nre (In- 
most important subordinate-: of post- 
masters will add much to the elllcien-.-y 
of their office* nnd :in economical ad- 
ministration. 
A large number of the 


fourth class postmasters aru now in 
the classified service. 
I 


I think it would be wise to put in the 


classified service the first, second and 
third class postmasters. 
H is more 


logical to do this thnn to classify ;the. 
fourth class'postmasters, for the rea- 
son that the fourth class postotDccs 
nre invariably small nnd the postmas- 
ters are necessarily men who must 
combine some other business with the 
postmastorshlp. whcrcns the first, sec 
ond nnd third class postmasters are 
paid a sufficient amount to Justify the 
requirement that they shall have no 
other business :md that they shall de- 
vote their attention to their postoffice 
duties. 


To classify first, second and third 


class postmasters would require the 
passage of an uc-t changing the method 
of their appointment so as to take- 
away the necessity for the advice and 
consent of the'senate. 
I am aware 


thnt this Is inviting from the sennte n 
concession In respect to its quasi exec- 
utive power that is considerable, but I 
believe it to he In the Interest of good 
administration and efficiency of serv- 
ice. 


To make this change would take the 


postmasters out of politics, would re- 
lieve congressmen w!io now are bur- 
dened with the necessity of making 
recommendations for these glares of a 
responsibility thnt must bo Irksome 
and can create nothing but trouble, 
nnd it would result in securing greater 
attention to business, greater fidelity • 
nnd consequently .greater economy and 
efficiency in the postofilces which they 
conduct.

The Franking Privilege. • 


The unrestricted manner in which 


the franking privilege is now being 
used by the several federal services 
and by congress has laid it open to se- 
rious abuses, a fact clearly established 
through investigations recently insti- 
tuted by the department. 
While it . 


has been impossible without a better ; 
control of franking to determine the 
exact expense to the government of 
this practice, there can bo no doubt 
thnt it annually reaches into the mil- 
lions. 
It is believed that many abuses of 


the franking system could be prevent- 
ed and consequently a marked econo- 
my effected by supplying through the 
agencies of the postal service special 
official envelopes and stamps for the 
free mail of the government, all such 
envelopes and stamps to be issued on 
requisition to the various branches of 
the federal service requiring them nnd 
such records to be kept of all official 
stamp supplies ns will enable tbe post- 
office department tb maintain a prop- 
er postage account covering the entire 
volume of free government mail. 


As the first step in the direction of 


this reform special stamps and stamp- 
ed envelopes have been provided for 
use instead of franks in the tree trans- 
mission of • the official mail resulting 
from tbe business of the new postal 
savings system. 
By properly record- 


ing the Issuance of such stamps «nd 
envelopes accurate recordsman be kept 
of the cost to the government of han- 
dling the postal savings mnil, which is 
certain to become an important item 
of expense aud one thnt should be sop- j 
nrntely determined. 


In keeping with this plan it is hoped 


thnt congress will authorize the sub- 
stitution of special official stamps and 
stumped envelopes for the various 
forms of frnnks now used to curry 
free of postage the vast volume of de- 
pnrtmental 
and 
congressional 
mail 


matter. During the past year methods 
of accounting similar to.tliose employ- 
ed in the most progressive of our busi- 
ness establishments have been Intro- 
duced In the" postal service, nnd noth- 
ing has so impeded the department's 
plans in this regard us the Impossibil- 
ity of determining with any exactness 
how far the various expenses of tho 
postal service are increased by the 
present unrestricted use of the frank- 
ing privilege. Tt Is believed that the 
adoption of n more exact method of 
denlmR wrth this problem as proposed 
will prove to be of tremendous ad- 


Vantage In the work of placing th» 
postal service on a strictly business- 
like basis. 


Second Class Mail Matter. 


In my last annual message I invited 


the attention of congress to the inad- 
equacy of the postal rate imposed upon 
second class mail matter in so far as 
that includes magazines and showed by 
figures prepared by experts of the 
postoffice department that the govern- 
ment was rendering a service to the 
magazines costing many millions Iu 
excess of the compensation paid. 


An answer was attempted to this by 


tbe representatives of the magazines, 
and a reply, was filed to this answer 
by the poStoffice department. The ut- 
ter inadequacy of the answer, consid- 
ered In the light of the reply of the 
postofflce department. I think must 
appeal to any fair minded person. 
Whether the answer was all that could 
be said in behalf of the magazines is 
mother question. 


1 agree that the question is one of 


fact, but I insist that If the fact 
i.-- 


as the experts of the postotfice depart 
ment show, that we ure furnishing tu j 
the owners of magazines a service ; 
worth millions more than they pay for 
it. then Justice requires that the rate 
should be Increased. The increase in 
the receipts of the department result- 


. Ing "from this, change may lie devoted 


to increusing the usefulness of the de- 
pariruinit in t-stablishhig u parcels post 
and ill rrdi:i-ins the cost of first class 
posture u» 1 i er.t. 


It h;'.» >iccu said by the postmaster 


general that a fair adjustment might 
be made under which the advertising 
part of the magazine should be charged 
for at n di.Ti-rcnt and higher rate from 
that of the rea.liii}: matter. This would 
relieve many useful magazines that are 
not circulated at a profit and would 
not shut them out from the use of the 
mails by a prohibitory rate.

Parcels Post. 


With respect to the parcels post I 


respectfully recommend its adoption 
ou all ritral delivery routes and that 
eleven pounds, the International limit, 
be made "the limit of carriage in such 
post. 
Tbe same argument Is mnde 


against the parcels post thnt was mnde 
against the postal savings bank—that 
it is Introducing the government into 
a business which ought to be conduct- 
ed by private persons nnd Is paterual- 
Ism. 


The postoffice department hns n great 


plant and n greut organization. reach- 
Ins into the most remote hamlet of tbe 
United States, nnd with this machinery 
It is able to do a great many things 
economically that If n new organiza- 
tion were necessary it would be Im- 
possible to do without extravagant ex- 
penditure. Thnt Is the reason why the 
postal savings bank can be carried on 
at a small, additional cost nnd why it 
Is possible to Incorporate nt a very 
Inconsiderable expense a parcels post 
In the rural delivery system. 


THE NAVY DEPARTMENT, 


Wants Naval Station at Guantana- 


mo—Honors For Peary. 


In the last annual report of the sec- 


retary of the uavy nnd in my annual 
message attention was called to the 
new detail of officers in the navy de- 
partment by which officers of flag rank 
wore assigned to duty as aids to the 
secretary in respect to naval opera- 
tins, personnel. Inspection nnd mate- 
rial. This change was n substantial 
compliance with the recommendation 
of the commission on naval reorgan- 
ization, headed by Mr. Justice Moody, 
and submitted to President Roosevelt 
on Feb. 2G. 1909. 


Through the advice of this commit- 


tee of line officers the secretary Is able 
to bring about a proper co-ordination 
of all the branches of the naval de- 
partment with greater military efli- i 


• ciency. The secretary of the navy rec- I 
! ommends thnt this new organization 


be recognized by legislation and thus 
mnde permanent I concur In the rec- ; 
ommendation. 
• 
| 


The secretary, in view of the conclu- 


sions of a recent court of inquiry on 
certain phases of marine corps admin- : 
Istration, recommends that the major 
general commandant of the marine 
corps be appointed for a four year j 
term and that officers of the adjutant 
and Inspector's department be detailed 
from the line. 


He also asks for legislation to im- 


prove the conditions uow existing in 
the personnel of otficers of the navy, 
particularly with regard to the age 
and experience of flag officers and cap- 
tains, and points out that it is essen- 
tial to the highest efficiency of the 
navy that the age of our officers be re- 
duced and that flag officers particular- 
ly should gain proper experience as 
flag officers in order to enable them to 
properly command fleets. I concur In 
the secretary's recommendations. 
Covering of Naval Supply Fund Into 


Treasury. 


i 
I commend to your attention the re- 


port of the secretary on the change 
in the system of cost accounting in 
nnvy yards nnd also to the history of 
the nnvnl supply fund and the pres- 
ent conditions existing In regard to 
that matter. Under previous practice 
and what now seems to have been an 
erroneous construction of the law the 
supply fund of the navy was Increased 


' from §2,700.000 to something over $14.- 


000,000, aud a system of accounting 
was introduced which prevented the 
striking of a proper balance nnd a 
knowledge of the cxnct cost of main- 
taining the nnval establishment. 


The system has now bcon abandoned 


and n nnval supply account, establish- 
ed by law July 1. 1910. The naval 
supply fund of $2,700.000 is now on de- 
posit in the treasury to the credit of 
the department. The secretary recom- 
mends that the naval supply account 


bo made permanent by law and thr I 
the $2.700,000 of the naval supply fund 
be covered into the treasury us unnec- 
essary, and I ask for legislative au- 
thority to do this. This sum when 
covered into the treasury will be real 
ly a reduction in recorded naval cost 
for this year. 


The estimates of the navy depart 


ment are $5.000.000 less thnt: the ap- 
propriations for the same purpose last 
year, aud included iu this is the build- 
ing program of the same amount as 
that submitted for your consideration 
last year. It ia merely carrying ou: 
the plan of buildiug two battleships « 
year, with a few needed auxiliary ves 
sels. 1 earnestly hope that this pro- 
gram will be adopted. 


Abolition of Navy Yards. 


The secretary of the navy has given 


personal examination to every navy 
yard uml has studied the uses of the 
navy yards with reference to the ne- 
cessities of our fleet. With a fleet con- 
siderably less than half the size of 
that of the British nnvv. we have 
shipyards more than double the num- 
ber.'nnd there are several of these 
shipyards, expensively" equipped with 
modern machinery, which after Inves- 
tigation the secretary of the navy be- 
lieves to be entirely useless for uuvnl 
purposes. He jtsks authority to aban- 
don certain of them and to nvive ilwlr 
ninchlnery to other places where it 
cau be made of u^e.

Forest Lands. 


Nothing can be more important in 


the matter of conservation than the 
treatment of our forest lands. It was 
probably the ruthless destruction of 
forests In the older states that first 
called attention to the necessity for a 
halt In the tyiste of our resources. 
This was recognized by congress by 
an net authorizing the executive to re- 
serve from entry and set aside pub- 
lic tlmberlands as national forests- 
Speaking generally, there has been re- 
served of the existing forests about 70

Oil should be disposed of as a 
commodity In terms ot barrels of 
transportable product rather than In 
acres of real estate. This is, of course, 
the reason for the practically uni- 
versal adoption of the leasing system 
wherever oil land is in private owner- 
ship. The tfovermneut thus would not 
be entering on an experiment, but 
simply putting Into effect a plan suc- 
cessfully operated in private contracts.

At its last session this 
congress took most useful and proper 
steps in the cause of conservation by 
allowing the executive through with- 
drawals to suspend the action of the 
existing laws in respect to much of the 
public domain. 1 have not thought 
that the danger of disposing of coal 
lands in the United States under the 
present laws In large quantities was so 
great as.to call for their withdrawal, 
because under the present provisions 
it is reasonably certain that the gov- 
ernment will receive the real value of 
the land. But In respect to oil lands 
or phosphate lands and of gas lands 
In the United States and In respect to 
coal lands In Alaska I have exercised 
the full power of withdrawal with the 
hope that the action of congress would 
follow promptly and prevent that ty- 
ing up of the resources of the country 
In the western and less settled portion 
and In Alaska which means stagna- 
tion and retrogression. 


The question of conservation Is not 


a partisan one, and I sincerely hope 
that even In the short time of the pres- 
ent session consideration may be given 
to those questions which have now 
been much discussed and that action 
may b« taken upon them.

Such wasteful methods can easily be 
prevented, so far as the government 
land Is concerned, by conditions in- 
serted in tho lenses. 


Water Power Sites. 


Prior to March 4, 1009, there hnd 


been, on the recommendation of the 
reclamation service, withdrawn from 
agricultural entry because they were 
regarded as useful for power sites 
which ought not to be disposed of as 
agricultural Innrls, tracts amounting to 
about 4,000,000 acres. 
The

drawals were hastily made and In- 
cluded n great deal of f^ind that was 
not useful for power sites. They were 


the state shall be used and that -l£ is 
a violation of the state's rights. 


I question the validity of this objec- 


tion. The government may Impose any 
conditions that it chooses in its lease 
of its own property, even though it 
may' have the same purpose and in ef- 
fect accomplish just what the state 
would accomplish by the exorcise.of 
its sovereignty. There are those (nnd 
tho director of the geological survey 
Mr. Smith, who has given a great deal 
of attentflSn to this matter, Is one of 
them) who insist that this matter of 
transmuting water power Into electric 
ity which can be conveyed all over the 
country and across state lines Is a mat- 
ter that ought to be retained by the 
general government nnd that it should 
avail Itself of the ownership of these 
power sites for the very purpose of 
co-ordinating in 0:10 general plan the 
power generated from these govern- 
ment owned sites. 


On the other hand, it Is contended 


that it would relieve a complicated sit- 
uation If the control of tlio water pow 
or site nnd tne control of the water 
were vested In the same sovereignty 
and ownership—viz, the states—am 
then were disposed of for development 
to private lessens under the restric 
tlons needpil to preserve the Interests 
of tho pnlillc from Hies extortions and 
abuses of monopoly. 


Bills are pending in congress provid 


Ing that whenever the state author! 
ties deem a water power useful they 


not proper foundation upon which to 
rest It. 


The suggestion that the appointment 


of a commission will lead to the con- 
trol of the government by Corporate 
or selfish and exploiting interests ha* 
not the slightest foundation In fact. 
Such a government worked well In 
the Philippines and would work well 
In Alaska, and those who are really 
interested in the proper development 
of that territory for the benefit of the 
people who lire In it nnd the benefit of 
the people of the United States, who 
own It, should support the Institution 
of such a government 


I have been asked to recommend that 


the credit of the government be extend- 
ed to aid the construction ot railroads 
in Alaska. I am not ready now to do 
so. A great many millions of dollars 
have already been expended In the 
construction of at least two railroads, 
and if laws be passed providing for the 
proper development of the resources 
of Alaska, especially for the opening 
up of the coal lands, I believe that the 
capital already invested will Induce 
the investment of more capital, suffi- 
cient to complete the railroads building 
and to furnish cheap coal not only to 
Alaska, but to the whole Pacific coast. 
The passage of a law permitting the 
leasing of government • coal lands in 
Alaska after public competition and 
the appointment of a.commission for 
the government of the territory with 
enabling powers to meet the local 
needs will lead to an improvement ,to 
Alaska and the development of her re- 
sources that Is likely to surprise the 
country. 


Nation*! Park*.'/x 


Our national parks have become st> 


extensive nnd involve so much detail 
of action in their control that It seems 
to me there ought to lie legislation cre- 
ating a bureau for their care and con- 
trol. The greatest natural wonder of 
this country and. the surrounding terri- 
tory should be Included in another na- 
tional park. I refer to the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado. 


Pensions. 


The uniform policy of the govern- 


ment in the matter of granting pen- 
sions to those gnllnnt .and devoted 
men who fought to save tne life of the 
nation in the perilous days of the grett 
civil war has always been of the mort 
liberal character. Those men are now 
tapidly passing away. 
—. ^ 


Increase Over 1909. 


The report of the secretary of agri- 


culture invites attention to the stu- 
pendous value of the agricultural prod- 
ucts of this country, amounting in all 
to 18,026.000,000 for this year. This 
amount Is larger than that of 1909 by 
$305,000,000. 
The existence of such a 


crop indicates a good prospect for 
business throughout the country. 


A notable change for the better Is 


commented upon by the secretary in 
the fact that the -south, especially In 
tho* regions where the boll weevil 
has interfered with the growth of cot- 
ton, has given more attention to the 
cultivation of corn'and other cereals, 
so that there Is a greater diversifica- 
tion of crops in the south than ever 
before, and all to the great advantage 
of that section. 


The report contains a most Interest- 


ing account of the activities of the de- 
partment in Its various bureaus, show- 
Ing how closely the agricultural prog- 
ress In this country Is following along 
the lines of Improvement recommend- 
ed by the department through Its pub- 
lications and the results of Its experi- 
ment stations In every state and by 
the instructions given through the ag- 
ricultural schools aided by the federal 
government and following the general 
curriculum urged by the head and bu- 
reau chiefs of the department 


The activities of the department 


have been greatly Increased by the en- 
actment of recent legislation—by th« 
pur* food act. the meat Inspection act, 
the cattle transportation act and tho 
act concerning the Interstate shipment 
of game. This department Is one of 
those the scope of whose action is con- 
stantly widening, and therefore it is 
Impossible under existing legislation 
to reduce the cost and their estimates 
below those of preceding years. 


An Interesting review of the results 


of an examination made by the de- 
partment into statistics and prices 
•hows that on the average since 1891 
farm products have Increased In value 
72 per cent, while the things which 
the farmer buys for use have Increas- 
ed but 12 per cent, an Indication that 
present conditions are favorable to the 
farming community. 


Forest Service. 


I have already referred to the forests 


of the United States and their extent 
and have urged, as I do again, the re- 
moval of the limitation upon the power 
of the executive to reserve other tragts 
of land in six western states In which 
withdrawal for -this purpose Is now 
forbidden. The secretary of agricul- 
ture gives a very full description of the 
disastrous fires that occurred during 
the last summer in the national for- 
ests. A drought more Intense than any 
recorded In the history of the west bad, 
Introduced a condition Into the forests 
which -made fires almost Inevitable, 
and locomotive sparks, negligent camp- 
ers and In some cases Incendiaries fur- 
nished the needed Immediate cause. 


At one time the fires were so extend- 


ed that they covered a range of a hun- 
dred miles, and the secretary estimates 
that standing timber of the value of 
$25,000,000 was destroyed. Seventy-six 
persons In the employ of the forest 
service were killed and many more in- 
jured, and I regret to say that there 
Is no provision In the law by which the 
expenses for their hospital treatment 
or of their interment could be met out 
"of public funds. 


The Red Cross contributed a thou- 


sand dollars, and the remainder of the 
necessary expenses was made up by 
private contribution, chiefly from the 
force of the forest service and its offi- 
cials. 


I recommend that suitable legislation 


be adopted to enable the secretary of 
agriculture to meet the moral obliga- 
tions of the government in this re- 
spect 


The specific fund for fighting fires 


was only about $135,000, but there ex- 
isted discretion In the secretary in 
case of an emergency to apply other 
funds in his control to this purpose, 
nnd he did so to the extent of nearly a 
million of dollars, which will Involve 
the presentation of a deficiency esti- 
mate for tho current fiscal year of 
over $900,000. The damage done was 
not therefore, due to tho lack of ati 
appropriation by congress available to 
meet the emergency, but the difficulty 
of fighting it lo-y In the remote points 
where the fires began and where it 
was Impossible with the roads and 
trails as they now exist promptly to 
reach them. Proper protection neces- 
sitates, as the secretary points out, 
the expenditure of a good deal more 


Hour Law. 


The secretary of the department of 


commerce and labor has had under his 
immediate supervision the application 
of the merit system of promotion to a 
large number of employees, and his 
discussion of this method of promo- 
tions based on actual experience I com- 
mend to the attention of congress. 


Tho Census Bureau. 


The taking of the census has pro- 


ceeded with promptness and efficiency. 
The secretary believes, and I concur, 
that it will be more thorough and ac- 
curate than any census which has 
heretofore been taken, but It is not per- 
fect. The motive that prompts men 
with a false civic pride to induce the 
padding of census returns in order to 
Increase the population of a particular 
city has be^n strong enough to lead 


ferencis between employers and em- 
ployees engaged in Interstate trans- 
portation under the Erdmaii act joint- 
ly with the chairman of the inter- 
state commerce commission. I cannot 
speak in too fclgb terms of the success 
of these two officers in conciliation and 
settlement of controversies which-but 
for their interposition would have re- 
sulted disastrously to all interests. 


I invite attention to the very serious 


injury caused to ail those who are en- 
gaged in the manufacture of phos- 
phorus matches. 
The diseases inci- 


dent to this are frightful, and as 
matches can be made from other -ma- 
terials entirely innocuous 1 believe 
that the injurious manufacture could 
be discouraged and ought to be dis- 
couraged by the imposition of a heavy 
federal tax. I recommend the adop- 
tion of this method of stamping out a 
very serious abuse. 


Eight Hour Law. 


Since 1868 It has been the declared 


purpose of this government to favor 
the movement for an eight hour day 
by a provision of law that none of the 
employees employed by or on behalf of 
the government should work longer 
than eight hours in every twenty-lour. 
The first declaration of this view "was 
not accompanied with any penal clause 
and with no provision for Its enforce- 
ment, and, though President Grantiby 
a proclamation twice attempted to give, 
it his sanction and to require the offi- 
cers of the government to carry it out, 
the purpose of the framers of the law- 
was ultimately defeated by a decision, 
of the supreme court holding that the 
statute as drawn was merely a direc- 
tion of the government to its agents 
and did not invalidate a contract made 
In behalf of the government which 
provided In the contract for labor for 
a day of longer hours than'elght 


Thereafter, in 1892, the present eight 


hour law was passed, which provides 
that the services and employment of 
all laborers and mechanics who are 
now or may hereafter be employed by, 
the government of the United States, 
by the District of Columbia or by any 
contractor or subcontractor on any ot, 
the public works of .the United States 


to fraud In respect to a few cities In 
this country, and I have directed the 
attorney general to proceed with all 
the vigor possible against those who 
•re responsible for these frauds. 


They have been discovered nnd they 


will not Interfere with the accuracy 
of the census, but it Is of the .highest 
Importance that official inquiry of this 
sort should not be embarrassed by 
fraudulent conspiracies in some private 
or local Interest. 


Bure*u of Uiflhthoiuei. 


The reorganization of the lighthouse 


board has effected a very considerable 
earing in the administration, and the 
estimates for that sen-ice for the pres- 
ent year are $428,000 less than for the 
preceding year. In addition three tend- 
ers for which appropriations were 
made are not being built because they 
»re not at present needed for the serv- 
ice. Tfie secretary Is now asking for 
a large sum for the addition of lights 
and other aids to the commerce of the 
seas, Including a number In Alaska. 
The trade along that coast is becoming 
so Important that I respectfully urge 
the necessity for following his recom- 
mendation. . 


Bureau of Corporations. 


The commissioner of corporations 


has just completed the first part of a 
report on the lumber industry lu the 
United States. 
This part docs not 


treat of the question of a trust or com- 
bination In the manufacture of lumber, 
a subject to be dealt with later. The 
commissioner does find, however, a 
condition in the ownership '' of the 
standing timber of the United States 
other than the government timber that 
calls for serious attention. 


The direct Investigation made by the 


commissioner covered an area which 
contains 80 per cent of the privately 
owned timber of the country. His re- 
port shows that one-half of the timber 
in this area is owned by 200 Individ- 
uals and corporations, that 14 per cent 
is owned by three corporations aud 
that there la very extensive interown- 
ershlp of stock as well as other cir- 
cumstances, all pointing to friendly re- 
lations among those who own a ma- 
jority of this timber, a relationship 
which might lead to a combination for 
the maintenance of a price that would 
be very detrimental to the public in- 
terest and would create the necessity 
of removing nil tariff obstacles to the 
free importations of lumber from other 
countries. 


Bureau of Fisheries, 


I am glad to note in the secretary's 


report the satisfactory progress which 
is being made in respect to the preser- 
vation of tbe seals of the Pribilof 
islands. 
Very active steps are being 


taken by the department of state to 
secure an arrangement which shall pro- 
tect the Prifeilof herd from the losses 
due to pelagic sealing. Meantime the 
government has secured seal pelts of 
the bachelor seals (the killing of which 
does not interfere with the mainte- 
nance of tho herd), from the sale of 
which next month It is expected to 
realize about $450,000, a sum largely 
in excess of the rental paid by the 
lessee of the government under the 
previous contract. 


Coast *nd Geodetic Survey. 


The coast and geodetic survey has 


been engaged in surveying the coasts 
of the Philippine archipelago. This is 
a heavy work because of the extended 
character of the coast line in those Is- 
lands, but I am glad to note that 
about half of the needed survey has 
been completed. So large a part of 
the coast line of the archipelago has 
been unsurveyed as to make naviga- 
tion in the neighborhood of a number 
of the islands, and especially on the 
east side, particularly dangerous. 


Bureau of Labor. 


The commisesioner of labor has been 
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and of the said District of Columbia 
Is hereby restricted to eight hours In 
any one calendar day, nnd it shall bo 
unlawful, etc. 


This law has been construed to limit 


the application of the requirement to 
those who are directly employed by 
the government or to those who ar« 
employed upon public works situate 
upon land owned by tho TJnlted 
States. This construction prevented 
Its application to government battle- 
ships and other vessels built in private 
shipyards nnd to heavy guns and at;_ 
mor plate contracted for and made at 
private establishments. 


Tho proposed act provides that no 


laborer or mechanic doing any part of 
tho work contemplated by a contract 
with the United States In the employ 
of the contractor or any subcontractor 
shall be required or permitted to work 
more than eight hours a day In any, 
one calendar day. 


It seems to mo from the past history 


that the government has been commit- ' 
ted to a policy of encouraging tho lim- 
itation ot the day's work to eight 
hours in all works of construction ini- 
tiated by itself, and it seems to me il- 
logical to maintain a difference-be- 
tween government work done on gov- 
ernment soil nnd government work 
done In a private establishment, whea 
the work is of such large dimensions 
and involves the expenditure of much, 
labor for a considerable period, so that 
the private manufacturer may adjust 
himself and his establishment to tho 
special terms of employment that he 
must make with his workmen for-this 
particular job. 


To require, howeve"f, that every small 


contract of manufacture entered into 
by the government should be carried 
out by the contractor with men work- 
ing at eight hours would be to impose 
.an Intolerable burden upon the govern- 
ment by limiting its sources of'Supply 
and excluding altogether the great ma- 
jority of those who would otherwise, 
compete for Its business. 


The proposed act recognizes this in 


the exceptions which It makes to Con- 
tracts "for transportation by land or 
water, for the transmission of intelli- 
gence aud for such materials or arti- 
cles as may usually be bought in the 
open market, whether madeto conform 
to particular specifications or not, or 
for the purchase of supplies by the 
government, whether manufactured to 
conform to particular specifications or 
not." 


I recommend'that instead of enacting 


the proposed bill, the meaning-, of 
which Is not clear and definite and 
might lie Riven n construction embar- 
rassing to the public Interest, the pres- 
ent act be enlarged by providing that 
public- works siiall bo construed to in- 
clude not only buildings and work 
upon public ground, but also ships, 
armor and lnr.se guns when manufac- 
tufed in private yards or factories. 


One of the creat difficulties in en- 


forcing tills eight hour law is that Us 
application under certain emergencies 
becomes exceedingly, oppressive and 
there is ft prent temptation to subor- 
dinate oflloials to evade it. 


I think that it would bo wiser to 


allow tlie president by executive order 
to declare an emergency in special in- 
stances In which the limitation might 
not apply nnd in such cases to permit 
the payment by the government of 
extra compensation lor the time work- 
ed each day in excess of eight .hours. 
I may add that my suggest Ions In re- 
spect to this legislation have the full 
concurrence of the commissioner of 
labor. 


Workman's Compensation. 


In view of tho keen, widespread In- 


terest now felt in the United States 
In a system of compensation for In- 
dustrial accidents to supplant our pres- 


acttvely enfaged In composing the dlf-1 ent thoroughly unsatisfactory 'system 
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of employers' liability (a subject tha 
importance of which congress has al- 
ready recognized by the appointment 
of a commission), I recommend that 
the International congress on indus- 
trial insurance be invited to hold its 
meeting in 1913 in Washington and 
that an appropriation of $10,000 be 
made to cover the necessary expenses 
of organizing and carrying on the 
meeting. 


Bureau of Immigration. 


The immigration into this country is 


Increasing each year. A large part of 
it comes through the Immigrant sta- 
tion at Ellis Island. In the city of New 
York. An examination of the station 
and the methods pursued satisfies me 
that a difficult task is there performed 
by the commissioner and his force with 
common sense, the strictest fairness 
and with the most earnest desire to en- 
force the law equitably and mercifully. 


It has been proposed to enlarge the 


^accommodations so as to allow more 
of the immigrants to come by that 
port. I do not think it wise policy to 
do this. I have no objection to—on 
the contrary, I recommend—the con- 
struction of additional buildings for 
the purpose of facilitating a closer nnd 
more careful examination of each im- 
migrant as he comes in, but I deprecate 
the enlargement of the buildings and 
of the force for the purpose of permit- 
ting the examination of more immi- 
grants per day than are now examined. 


If It is understood that no more im- 


migrants can be taken in at New York 
than are now taken in and the steam- 
ship companies thus are given a rea- 
lon and a motive for transferring im- 
migrants to other ports we can be con- 
fident that they will be better distrib- 
uted through the country and that 
there will not be that congestion in the 
city of New York which does not make 
for the better condition of the Immi- 
grant or increase his usefulness as a 
new member of this community. Ev- 
erything which tends to send the im- 
migrants west and south Into rural life 
helps the country. 


I concur with the secretary In his 


recommendations as to the amend- 
ments to the immigration law in in- 
creasing the fine against the compa- 
nies for violation of thc regulations 
end In giving greater power to the 
commissioner to enforce more care on 
the part of the steamship companies 
In accepting Immigrants. The recom- 
mendation of the secretary in which 
he urges that the law may be amend- 
ed so as to discourage the separation 
of families is, I think, a good one.

Public Parks. 


Attention is invited to the peculiar 


situation existing in regard to thc 


'. parks of Washington. The park sys- 


; tern proper, comprising some S-!3 dif- 


ferent areas, is under tho office of 
public buildings and grounds, which, 
however, has nothing to do with the 
control of Hock Crock park, the zoo- 
logical park, the grounds of the de- 
partment of agriculture, tho botanic 
garden, the grounds of the capltol nnd 
other .public grounds which are regu- 


• larly open to the public nnd ought to 
! be part of the park system. Exclusive 


fit thc grounds of the Soldiers' home 
and of Washington bnrracksr the pub- 
lic grounds used as parks in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia comprise over 3.100 
acres, under ten different controlling 
officials or bodies. This division of ju- 
risdiction is most unfortunate. 


Large sums of money are spent 


yearly In beautifying and keeping in 
good condition these parks nnd the 
grounds connected with government 
buildings nnd institutions. The work 


; done on nil of them Is »f the same- 


general character—work for which thc 
office of public buildings nnd grounds 


; has been provided by congress with a 


'< special organization nnd 
equipment, 


which nre. lacking for the grounds not 
under thnt office. 
There can bo no 


doubt thnt If nil work of care nnd Im- 
provement upon tho grounds belonging 


OF THE 


of Columbia and actually make It 


a part of Washington. I earnestly rec- 
ommend that steps be taken to carry 
out this p!au. 


Public Utilities. 


There are a sufiicient number ot cor- 


porations enjoying the use of public 
utilities in the District of Columbia to 
justify and require the enactment ot 
a law providing for their supervision 
and regulation in the public interest 
consistent with the vested rights se- 
cured to them by their charters. 
A 


part of these corporations—to wit, the 
street railways—have been put under 
the control of the interstate commerce 
commission, but that commission rec- 
ommends that the power be taken from 
it nnd intimates broadly that its other 
aud more important duties make it im- 
possible for it to give the requisite su- 


j pervisiou. 
It seeuis to me wise to 


i place this general power of supervision 


i and regulation in thc District cotnmls- 
! sioners". It is said thnt their present 
| duties are now absorbing and would 


i prevent the proper discharge by thorn 


i of these new functions, but their pres- 
! cnt jurisdiction briugs them so closely 
! nud frequently in contact with these 


'i corporations and makes them to know 
1 iu such detail how the corporations are 


I discharging their duties under the law 


i and how they are serving the public 


I interest that the commissioners are 
! peculiarly fitted to do this work, nnd I 


I hope that congress will impose it upon 


them by intrusting them with powers 
in respect to such corporations similar 
to those of the public utilities commis- 
sion of New York city or similar boards 
In. Massachusetts. 


School Systom. 


I do not think the present control of 


thc school system of Washington com- 


i mends itself as the most efficient and

preservation of public health or exor- 
cise functions germane to that subject. 


I renew this recommendation.

greatly regret thai tho agitation in fa- 
vor of this .bureau has aroused a coun- 
ter ngitntion against its creation on 
thc ground that the establishment ot 
such n bureau is to lie in tho interest 
Of a particular school of roertieine. It 
seems to me that this assumption is 
wholly unwarranted and that those

park area it is recommended that the 
erection of any permanent structure on 
any lands in the District of Columbia 
belonging to the United States be pro- 
hibited except by specific authority o£ 
congress. 
The District of Columbia In Virginia.

Inst ten years, while the population 
during the. snme period has incrensefl 
but 18.78 per cent. It ta believed that 


If due economy be practiced the Dis- 
trict can soon emerge from debt, even 
while Dnanclng its permanent im- 
provements with reasonable rapidity 
from current revenues. 


To this end I recommend the enact- 


ment into law of a bill now before 
congress, known as the .Tudson bill, 
which will insure the gradual ex- 
tinguishment of the District's debt, 
while at the same time requiring that 
the many permanent improvements 
seeded to complete a fitting capital 
:lty shall-be carried on from year to 
year and at a proper rate of progress 
with 'funds derived from the rapidly 
Increasing revenues. 


Freedmen's Bank.

Civil Service Commission. 
| The civil service commission hascon- 


i tinucd its'" useful duties during the 
! year. 
The necessity for the mainte- 


I nance of the provisions of the civil 


I service law was never greater than to- 


day. Officers responsible for the poli- 
cy of the administration and their im- 
mediate persona] assistants or depu- 
ties should not be included within the 
classified service, but in my judgment 
public opinion has advanced to the 
point where it would support a bill 
providing a secure tenure during effi- 
ciency for all purely administrative 
officials. 


I entertain thc profound conviction 


that It would greatly aid the cause of 
efficient and economical government 
and of better politics if congress could 
enact a bill providing that the execu- 
tive shall have tho power to include 
In the classified sen-Ice nil local of- 
fices nnder the treasury department, 
the department of justice, the post- 
office department, the interior depart- 
ment nnd the department of com- 
merce and labor, appointments to 
which now require the confirmation 
of the senate, nnd that, upon such 
classification the ndvicc and consent 
of the senate shall cense to be re- 
quired In such appointments. 


By their certainty of tenure, depend 


ent on good service, nnd by their free- 
dom from the necessity for political ! 
activity these local officers would be ' 
induced to become more efficient pnb- 
llc servants. 


The civil sen-Ice law Js nu attempt 


to solve the problem of the proper se- 
lection of those who enter the service. 
A better system under thnt law for 
promotions ought to be devised; but, 
given the. selected employee, there re- 
inn ins still the question of promoting 
his efficiency and his usefulness to the 
government, and that can be brought 
nbout, only by n cnreful comparison of 
unit work done by the individual and 
a pointing out of the necessity for Im- 
provement In this regard where im- 
provement Is possible. 


Inquiry Into Economy and Efficiency. 
The increase in the activities and In 


tie annual expenditures of the federal 
government has been so rapid and so 
great Ihnt the time has come to check 
the expansion of government activities 
in new directions until -we have tested 
the economy and efficiency with which 
the government of today is being car- 
ried on. The responsibility rests upon 
the head of the' administration. He Is 
held accountable by the public, and 
properly so. Despite the unselfish and 
patriotic efforts of the beads of depart- 
ments and others charged -with respon- 
sibility of government there has grown 
up in this country a conviction that the 
expenses of government are too great. 
The fundamental reason for the exist- 
ence undetected of waste, duplication 
and bad management is tho lack of 
prompt, accurate information. 


The president of a private corpora- 


tion doing so vast a business as the 
government transacts would, through 
competent specialists, maintain the 
closest scrutiny on the comparative ef- 
ficiency and thc comparative costs in 
each division or department of the 
business. 
He would know precisely 


what the duties and the activities of 
each bureau or division are in order 
to prevent overlapping. No adequate 
machinery at present exists for sup- 
plying the president of the United 
States with such information respect- 
ing the business for which he is re- 
sponsible. 


For the first time In the history of 


the government congress in the last | 
session supplied this need and made ; 
an appropriation to enable the presi- 
dent to inquire into the economy and 
efficiency of the executive departments, 
and I am now assembling an organi- 
zation for the purpose. 


At the outset I find comparison be- 


tween departments aud bureaus Impos- 
sible for the reason that in no two de- 
partments are the estimates and ex- 
penditures displayed aud 
classified 


alike.. The first step is to reduce all 
to a common standard for classifica- 
tion and judgment, and this work is 
now being done. When it is completed 
the foundation will bo laid for a busi- 
nesslike national budget and for such 
a just comparison of the economy and 
efficiency with which tho several bu- 
reaus and divisions arc conducted as 
will enable the president and the heads 
of departments to detect waste, elimi- 
nate duplication, encourage the intelli- 
gent nnd effective civil servants whose 
efforts too often go unnoticed nnd se- 
cure, the public service n't the lowest 
possible cost. 


Economy and Efficiency. 


The committees on appropriations ot 


congress have diligently worked to re- 
duce the expenses of government and 


have found their efforts often blocki 
by lack of accurate information coc- 
taihlng a proper analysis of require- 
ments and of actual and reasonable 
costs. 
The result of this inquiry 


should enable the executive in his com- 
munications to congress to give infor- 
mation to which congress is entitled 
and which Vill enable it to promote 
economy. 
I have requested the head of each 


department to appointment commit- 
tees on economy and efllciency in or- 
ler to secure fujl co-operation In the 
movement by -the employees of the 
government themselvs. 


I urge the continuance of the ap- 


propriation of $100,000 requested for 
the fiscal year 1912. 


My experience leads me to believe 


that, while government methods are 
much criticised, the bad results-if we 
do have bad results—are not due to a 
lack of zeal or willingness on the part 
of the civil servants. On thc contrary. 
I believe that a fine spirit of willing- 
ness to work eststs in the personnel 
which. If properly encouraged, wil 
produce results equal to those secured 
in the best managed private enter- 
prises. 
, 
' 


In handling government expenditure 


the aim Is not profit—the aim is the 
maximum of public service at the 
minimum of cost. We wish to reduce 
the expenditures of the government, 
and we wish to save money to enable 
the government to go Into some of the 
beneficial projects which we are de- 
barred" from taking up now because 
we ought not to increase our expendi- 
tures. 


At a later date I shall send to con- 


gress a special message on this gen- 
eral subject. 


Civil Service Retirement. 


It Is Impossible to proceed far in 


such nn Investigation without perceiv- 
ing the need of a suitable means of 
eliminating from the service the super- 
annuated. This can be done In one of 
two ways—either by straight civil pen- 
sion or by some form of contributory 
plan. 


Careful study of experiments made 


by foreign governments shows that 
three serious objections to the civil 
pension payable out of the public treas- 
ury may be brought against it by the 
taxpayer, the administrative 
officer 


and the civil employee, respectively. 


A civil pension is bound to become 


an enormous, continuous and increas- 
ing tax on the public exchequer. It is 
demoralizing to thc service, since It 
makes difficult the dismissal of Incom- 
petent employees after they have part- 
ly earned their pension, and it Is dis- 
advantageous to the miiln body of em- 
ployees themselves, since It Is always 
taken Into account In fixing salaries, 
and only the few who survive and re- 
main in the service until pensionable 
age receive the value of their deferred 
pay. 
'• 


For this reason, after a half century 


of experience under a most liberal pen- 
sion system, the clvU servants of Eng- 
land succeeded about a year ago In 
having the system so modified as to 
make it virtually a contributory plan 
wtth provision for refund of their the- 
oretical contributions. 


The experience of England and oth- 


er countries shows that neither can a 
contributory plnn be successful, hu- 
man nature being what It is, which 
does not make provision for the return 
of contributions, with interest In case 
of death or resignation before pension- 
able age. Followed to Its logical con- 
clusion, this means thnt the simplest 
nnd most independent solution of the 
problem for both employee and the 
government is a compulsory savings 
arrangement, the-employee to set aside 
from his salary a sum sufficient, with 
the help of a liberal rate of Interest 
from the government, to purchase an 
adequate annuity for him on retire- 
ment, this accumulation to be inalien- 
ably his and claimable if he leaves the 
service before reaching the retirement 
age or by bis heirs in case of his 
death. This is the principle upon 
which the Glllett bill, now pending, is 
drawn. 


The Gillett bill, however, goes fur- 


ther and provides that the government 
shall contribute to the pension fund of 
those employees who are now so ad- 
vanced in age that their personal con- 
tributions will not be sufficient to cre- 
ate their annuities before reaching the 
retirement age. In my Judgment this 
provision should be amended so that 
the annuities of those employees shall 
be paid out of the salaries appropri- 
ated for the positions vacated by re- 
tirement and that the difference be- 
tween the annuities thus granted and 
the salaries may be used for the em- 
ployment of efficient clerks at the low- 
er grades. 
If the bill can be thus 


amended I recommend its passage, ns 
It will Initiate a valuable system and 
ultimately result In n great saving In 
the public expenditures. 


Interstate Commerce Commission. 
There has not been time to test tho 


benefit and utility of the amendments 
to the Interstate commerce law con- 
tained In the act approved June IS, 
1910. The law as enacted did not con- 
tain all the features which I recom- 
mended. 
It did not specifically de- 


nounce as unlawful the purchase by 
one of two parallel and competing roads 
of the stock of the other. 


Nor did it subject to tho restraining 


Influence of the Interstate commerce 
commission the power of corporations 
engaged In operating Interstate rail- 
roads to Issue new stock and bonds. 
Nor did it authorize the making of 
temporary agreements between rail- 
roads, limited to thirty days, fixing tho 
same rates for traffic between thc snme 
plnce.s. 


I do not press the consideration of 


nny ot these objects upon congress at 
this session. The object ot tho first 
provision Is probably generally covered 
by the anti-trust law. The second pro- 


vision was Ic the act referred to the 
consideration of a commission to be 
appointed by thc executive and to re- 
port upon the matter to congress. That 
commission has been appointed and is 
engaged in the investigation and con- 
sideration of the question submitted 
under the law. It consists of President 
Arthur T. Hadley of Yale university 
as chairman, Frederick 
C. Strauss, 


Frederick X. Judsou, Professor B. H. 
Meyer and Walter L. Fisher, with Wil- 
liam E. S. Grlswold as secretary. 


The third purpose logl to so much 


misconstruction of its object that I am 
not disposed to press it for further con- 
sideration. It *as intended to permit 
railroad companies to avoid useless 
rate cutting by a mere temporary ac- 
quiescence in the same rates for the 
same service over competing railroads, 
with no obligation whatever to main- 
tain those rates for any time. 


Safety Appliances and Provisions. 
The protection of railroad employees 


from personal injury is a subject of 
the highest importance and demands 
continuing attention. There have been 
two measures pending iu congress, one 
for the supervision of boilers and the r 
other for the enlargement of dangerv 
ous clearances. Certainly some meas- 
ures ought to be adopted looking toxa 
prevention of accidents from these 
causes. 


It seems to me that with respect to 


boilers a bill might well be drawn re- 
quiring and enforcing by penalty a 
proper system of inspection by ths 
railway companies themselves which 
would accomplish our purpose- - 


The entire removal of outside clear- 


ances would be attended by such enor- 
mous expense that some other remedy 
must be adopted. 
By act ot May 0, 


1010, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion is authorized and directed to in- 
vestigate accidents, to report their 
causes and its recommendations. 
I 


suggest that the commission be re- 
quested to make a special report as to 
injuries from outside clearances and 
the best method of reducing them. 


Valuation of Railroads. 


The Interstate commerce commission 


has recommended appropriations for 
the purpose of enabling it to enter upon 
a valuation ot all railroads. 
This has 


always been within thc jurisdiction' of 
the commission, but the requisite funds 
have been wanting. Statistics of the 
value ot eath railroad would be valu- 
able for many purposes, especially if 
we ultimately enact any limitations 
upon thc power of the Interstate rail- 
roads to issue stocks and bonds, ns I 
hope we may. 


I think, therefore, that in order to 


permit a correct understanding ot the 
facts It would be wise to make a rea- 
sonable appropriation to cnnble thc in- 
terstate commerce commission to pro- 
ceed with due dispatch to thc ralua- 
tlon of all railroads. I have no doubt 
that railroad companies themselves 
can and will greatly facilitate this val- 
uation and make It much less costly in 
time and money than has been sup- 
posed. 


Fraudulent Bills of Lading. 


Forged and fraudulent bills of lad- 


ing purporting to be Issued against 
cotton some months since resulted in 
losses of several millions of dollars to 
American nnrt foreign banking nnd 
cotton interests. Foreign bankers then 
notified American bankers that after 
Oct 31. 1010. they would not accept 
bills of exchange drawn against bills 
of lading for cotton Issued by Ameri- 
can railroad companies unless Ameri- 
can bankers would guarantee the in- 
tegrity of the bills of lading. 


The American bankers rightly main- 


tained that they were not justified In 
giving such guarantees nnd thnt if they 
did so tho United States would be the 
only country in the world whose bills 
were so discredited and whose for- 
eign trade was carried on under such 
guarantees. 


The foreign bankers extended the 


time at which these guarantees were 
demanded until Dec. 31, 1010, relying 
upon us for protection in the mean- 
time, as the money which they fur- 
nish to move our cotton crop is of 
great value to this country. 


For the protection of our own people 


and the preservation of our credit In 
foreign trade I urge upon congress the 
immediate enactment of a law under 
which one who in good faith ad- 
vances money or credit upon n bill of 
lading issued by a common carrier 
upon an interstate or foreign shipment 
can bold the carrier liable for the 
value of the goods described in the 
bill at the valuation specified in, the 
bill, at least to the extent of the ad- 
vances mnde in reliance upon It. 


Such liability exists under the laws 


of many of the states. I see no ob- 
jection to permitting two classes of 
bills of lading to be issued: (1) Those 
under which a carrier shall be abso- 
lutely liable, ns above suggested, nnd 
(2) those with respect to which the 
carrier shall assume no liability except 
for the goods actually delivered to 
the agent issuing the bill. The carrier 
might be permitted to make a small 
separate specific charge in addition 
to the rate of transportation 
for 


such guaranteed bill as an insur- 


i nucc premium agninst loss from thc 


added risk, thus removing Iho princi- 
pal objection which I understand is 
made by the railroad companies to the 
Imposition of the liability snggested- 
vlz, that tho ordinary transportation 
rate would not compensate them for 
the liability assumed by the absolute 
guaranty of tho accuracy of the. bills 
of Indingk 
i 
I further recommend that a punish- 


ment of fine nnd imprisonment be im- 
posed upon railroad agents nnd ship- 
pars for fraud or misrepresentation iu 
connection with the issue of bills of 
Indlng issued upon interstate and for- 
eign shipments. 


Except ns above, I do not recommend 


any amendment to the Interstate com- 


mer:« law as It stands. I do not now 
recocmiecd any amendment to the 
anti-trust law. 


In other words, it seems to me that 


the existing legislation with reference 
to the regulation of corporations and 
the restraint of their business has 
reached a point where we can stop for 
awhile and witness the. effect of the , 
vigorous execution of the laws on the 
statute books in restraining the abuses 
which certainly did exist and which 
roused the public to, demand reform. 


If this test develops a need for fur- 


ther legislation, well and good, but un- 
til then let us. execute what we have. 
Due to the reform, movements of tha 
present decade, there'las undoubtedly 
been a great improvement in business 
methods and standards and ha »the 
earnestness of effort on the part ot 
business men to comply with the law. 
They are now seeking to know the ex- 
act limitations upon business methods 
Imposed by the law, and these will 
doubtless be madt clearer by the de- 
cisions of the supreme court in cases 
pending before it. 


I believe it to be in the interest of all 


the people of the country that for the 
time being the activities of govern- 
ment, iu addition to enforcing the ex- 
isting law, be directed toward the 
economy of administration and the en- 
largement of opportunities for foreign 
trade, the building up of home Indus- 
tries and the strengthening of confi- 
dence of capital In domestic Invest- 
ment.
